Russell,

FOR PLATFORM MAKERS,

lowa Democrats Are Divided on the
Silver Question,

New Yorx, April 27.—The World
today priots the following signed
stutement of ex-Governor W. E, Rus-
sell, of Massachusetts, in response 1o
a questlon from one of jts stafl corre-
spondents:;

“1 am greatly surprised to hear that
the actionof the Massachusetts cons
vention has attracted any special
attention outside the stute. While 1
greatly appreclated the compliment
of an Indorsement by my state, [ am
oot geeking the nomination, nor am 1
desirous of being a candidate, nor do 1
wish any movement in any state in
my Interest,

“On the contrary, 1 have alrendy
earnestly requested that wno  such
movement be made in any other state
by friends of mine, My belief is that
it s all-important that when the
Chlcago convention meets, s dele-
gates should be absolutely free to
deliberate and act, clear of all In-
structions and pledges, or even ex-
pressed preferences—at least, so far a8
I am concerned. 1 don't know that
any movement personal to me is cons
tomplated. I 10 is, I request and in-
slst that It should not be made.

“It seems to me that our party
should send s strongest men to
Chieago, and leave it to thelr good
Judgment, in view of the situation, as
It then nppears, to determine what
Is best Lo be done.

“The Important thing 18 to make
every effort, to have the Democriats
take an absolutely sound posltion on
vthe money question without evasion
or compromise, 1 belleve It {8 of vital
consequence to Lthe party for s
present and Its future.

“I am firmly of the opinlon, as 1
have recently said that our national
platform ought explicity and empha-
tically oppose the free colnage of
sllver, or its compulsory purchase, or
unny compromise legislation in that
direction; and that they ought o jo-
dorse nod commend the ndminlstration
of President Cleveland for its resolute
work in maintaining our present
gold standard, and In preserving the
credit of the nation.

On Saturdny morning, It w
that che hostile forces of nat
surrounded the town on th
east and west, Their Hines w
energetically extended In bo
fons and threatend to cluse
south ana cut off all comm
with Mangwe and Mafeking.

The pickets of the t-umSy were
found to be in no case beyohd four
miles distant from the Huluwayo
lines, and they were giving lively evi-
dences of thelr improved kaowledge
of military strategy over that dis-
played in the war of Lobengula, by
the way In which they were thiowing
up rude fortifications and emrthwork
protections behind which the natlve
warriors could resist the charge or the
whites,

Inmediato steps were percelyed to
be necessary to dislodge the lines of
the enemy and drive them back., A
column for attack was hastily formed,
consistiog of 100 whites, 100 Cape
“boys and 100 natives. They were
supplied with one Maxim and one
Hotehkiss  rapid-fire guoi Thus
equipped, they sallled forth from the
Buluwnyo defonses at 7 o'cloék on Sat-
urday morning. They took n diree-
tion northeasterly from the town In
the direction of the Umguea river.

They had proceeded only about flve
miles on thelr course when the enemy
opened the attack., The Matabele
force numbered not less than 3000
and thelr attack was egar and well
directed,

The column from Buluwayo was
just crossing a small stream when
the attack opened. With overwhelin-
tog odds, ten to one they hurled them-
selves upon the little column and
drove It back by mere welght of num-
bers, and the advance parties were
glad to retreat In haste across Lhe
stream,

The Matabeles andvanced upon the
little band. Thelr line extended in &
crescent formation , tue horns of the
crescent advancing to the front. The
long stranggling line extended o
distance of over three miles. Many
camo on brandishing their assegials
and shilelds, and giving forth férce
yells In true savage fushion,

When the Matabeles In front were
flually driven back, they were seen Lo
have sustained a heavy loss. The lt-
tle river wus dyed a dark crimson
with the blood of the yietims of the
Maxim gun, One abserver conuted 40
dead lylog in a small elreut olose o
the columun.

The whites had been hotly engaged
in front. and when they succeeded In
repulsing the attack there they found
more work waiting for teem, The
ndvanee of the enemy's Hoo then got
under thelr flanks, and they found
squares of howling bluck wen In their
rear when they turned Lhelr attention
in that direction. This enme near
proving a greater perll than the the
onslaught from the front, but It was
luckily deffered until the frst attack
had been repulsed and the forces of
the Matabeles weakened there. But
for the open nature of the ground to-
wird Buluwayo, the encireling tactics
of the enemy would certalnly have
suceesded against the small force op-
